The Monrovia Liae to 
Opened on Tuesday. 
be 


A BUS L IS E FROM TH IS CITY. 


New Itoad to be C onstructed F ro m 
R allona H arb o r to S an ta 
M onica. 


The welcome news is announced that 
the through line between this city and 
Monrovia will be in operation by Tues- 
(Jay next. The construction of the road 
has been watched with great interest by 
the residents along its route, whose prop­ 
erty would naturally be much benefited 
by its operation; and when connection 
was made with tho Southern Pacific at 
Ramona there was much rejoicing. Since 
that tim e the travel lias been conducted 
to that point and then transferred to the 
Southern Pacific, but this has not been 
very satisfactory, aB the trains on the 
trunk line are not always on time. 
It 
was, however, impossible to push the line 
through to its proposed term inus in this 
city, as although all of the grading was 
done to the Mission road no iron could be 
obtained. About a m onth ago it started 
to come in small quantities, and when 
sufficient had accumulated with which 
to commence work the contractors called 
out their forces and have kept them in­ 
cessantly at work ever since, with such 
good results that the Mission Road will 
be reached by Monday night. From 
that point to Aliso street, where a com­ 
modious depot is to be erected, according 
to the plans published some time ago in 
the 
H e r a l d , 
an 
elevated road is 
to be constructed, but this will be 
deferred 
to 
a 
later 
date 
owing 
to the non-arrival of the tim ber and the 
other many difficulties attending such an 
undertaking. The company, however, 
does not intend to Btand still in the 
meantime. They have taken temporary 
quarters on Aliso street, near the Wells- 
Fargo building, and will establish their 
offices there. 
A bus line will be placed 
on the road from Tuesday morning on 
and will ply between Aliso street and the 
Mission road, making connections at the 
last-named place with the cars as they 
come and go. Tickets will be on sale 
here and holders of them will have to 
pay no additional 
bus fare as the 
vehicles will simply be operated by 
the company as part of the railroad. 
This will make the line independent of 
the Southern Pacific, to which it has at 
present been paying a 
pro rata for 
travel, and U is possible that tbe round 
trip rate which is at present $1, will, at 
somernot very distant date, be reduced. 
Tbe distance from this city to the Mis­ 
sion Road is given on the company’s 
schedule as 1.4 miles, and then the fol­ 
lowing new stations come in order: 
Gardner St., 1.9 miles, Soto street, 2.3, 
De Soto Heights 2.5, Batz’s 5.6. Ramona 
is then reached, between which point 
and Monrovia the line is at present in 
ojierntion, the distance from this city to 
the principal points being: 
Alhambra 
8.1 miles, Sunny Slope 11.6, Arcadia 
15.1, Monrovia 16 5. The new 
time 
cards have not yet been issued, but it is 
stated at headquarters that the present 
service will be greatly increased.

I t opens 
with a few rem arks about tbe vastness of 
the American continent, saying: “ Every­ 
thing there is huge and stupendous. 
Nature is formed in a larger mould than 
in other lands, and all h er operations 
are full of life and vigor. The storms 
are fearful in their violence, and floods 
sweep over the country like seas. Mighty 
rivers scoop out fresh channels in a 
night, and mock to scorn m an’s vain ef­ 
forts to restrain them . The lakes aie 
seas, and there are vast deserts in the 
interior which find no place upon the 
largest map. 
Through thousands of 
leagues of forest the wind wails and 
whispers, and a traveler may wander 
day after day across the great plains 
without seeing a tree. If a m an desires 
to realize fully his own insignificance, a 
few weeks passed am ong the Roeky 
mountains will open his eyes as effectu­ 
ally as a gaze at the midnight heavens, 
which are nowhere so dazzling in their 
transparent brightness 
as 
in 
North 
America.” 
Referring to the recent sale of Mr* 
Haggin’s thoroughbred yearlings at New 
York, it say s: 
“ The great feature of the sale was that 
one yearling colt—King Thomas, by 
King Ban, out of Maud Hampton, by 
H unter’s Lexington—was knocked down 
to Messrs. Appleby and Johnston, book­ 
makers, for 138,000, or about 7,600 guin­ 
eas. Nor is the story yet complete. The- 
chief opponent of Messrs. Appleby and 
Johnston when bidding for King Thom­ 
as was Senator H earst of California, and 
the battle was long and spirited. 
‘It 
was,’ B ay s one of our New York contem­ 
poraries, ‘the struggle of the century.' 
At first there were four prominent com­ 
petitors for this much-coveted yearling— 
Mr. Gratz, of Pennsylvania, Mr. Dwyer, 
of New York, Senator H earst, of Cali­ 
fornia, and Mr. Appleby, of New York. 
Mr. Gratz was the first to tire, as ha 
stopped short at $5,000, or 1,000 guineas. 
Mr. Dwyer, commonly supposed to be 
the best judge of thoroughbred stock in 
America, was stalled off after bidding 
$15,000, or 3,000 guineas. The straggle 
was then reduced to a match between 
Senator H earst and Mr. Appleby. “ A t 
it,” said our contemporary iu true Trans­ 
atlantic phraseology, “ they went ham ­ 
mer and tongs, pitchforks and sawlogs. 
It was the West against the East. The 
people stood up and shouted. H earst 
made a spurt at the $20,000 post, and it 
seemed all over. 
But Appleby came 
again gamely, and was clearly leading 
at the $30,000 post. Then the people 
went m ad. The Californian was sorely 
distressed, but straggled on to $37,000, 
his final bid. Then Appleby shot past 
at^ the $38.000 post, and, after a brief 
‘You can have him at that, from Senator 
Hearst, the ham m er fell.” 
Speaking about the W estern States, 
the article says: In the m eantim e, we 
can hut remark that Californio seems de­ 
termined to “ take the cake” for bigness, 
even on a continent where size is appre­ 
ciated beyond all other qualities. In the 
famous equatorial telescope of the Lick 
Observatory, the Golden State already 
possesses the biggest optic glass in the 
world. Governor Stanford, of Palo Alto, 
in California, lias a monster stud farm 
which in size distances all eimilar estab­ 
lishments in Europe or America. Fin­ 
ally, a Californian has just given for a 
yearling a sum twice as big as was ever 
em barked 
in 
a young horse. 
The 
price seems all the more 
amazing 
when we remember 
th at 
the late 
Mr. W. 
H. V anderbilt parted with 
Maud S., the “ Queen of the Trotting 
World,” 
and 
absolutely without an 
equal 
for precisely the sam o figure. 
One circumstance we feel bound 
to 
notice in conclusion. The 
enormous 
price paid for King Thomas is likely to 
give great encouragement to patrons of 
the Turf, and to all who take interest in 
it. 
Even if horse racing should ever 
wither in Europe, which is little likely, 
ihe enthusiastic support lavished upon it 
by Americans and Australians will pre­ 
serve that noble sport from decay until 
the crack of doom.

With these stood an ambulance used 
for transferring the sick from one place 
toanjther. It is a most ingenious thing 
in its way, with every imaginable ad­ 
junct to it which is calculated to make 
the vehicle ride easily, and thus spare 
the alilicted occupant all the pain human 
ingenuity can avoid. There was also 
here a fine business wa^on, used for 
taking caskets to homes in the city.

The three bot­ 
tle men, and the three or more lackeys 
who were needed to drag them from 
under the table and carry them off to 
bed, have disappeared together. 
In the U nited States the rapidity with 
which light wines and beers are replacing 
whisky and brandy tippling has result­ 
ed in an immense increase in sobriety. 
There is not as much drunkenness with 
our sixty-five million people as there was 
when our population scarcely counted 
thirty millions, back in the fifties. Then 
even Secretaries of State of the United 
States, like the “ Godlike” Webster, 
thought it no surrender of their personal 
dignity to get as drunk as the old time 
English lord. 
. 
Notwithstanding the dim inished neces­ 
sity for a strong prohibitive movement it 
has grown apace until to-day it has a 
thorough organization in every State of 
the Union. 
Nor is it a sectional party, 
for it is relatively as strong in the South 
as in the North, in the West as in the 
East. W ith the Republican party once 
out of the way, and the Prohibition party 
as the inheritor of the vast majority of 
the Republican votes, there is no telling 
to w hat height this new and ambitious 
political organization might not aspire. 
It m ight not stop short of a constitutional 
majority of the American people, and its 
ascendancy would be shortlived even if 
it should prove 
successful, 
but the 
strength and persistence of the move­ 
ment form one of the portents of our 
DOlitic’S.

In the current Presidential campaign 
the Prohibition party will cut a bigger 
swathe than at any time in our previous 
history. Its candidates are men of un­ 
usual character and respectability, far 
discounting the smirched St. John. 
The temperance elem ent is not a new 
one in the intellectual and moral factors 
of American life. Half a century ago 
the W ashington society made its advent 
in the United States, and it did far more 
effectual work than any society or com­ 
bination in the interests of temperance 
before or Bince. 
Its advent was justified 
by the extraordinary am ount of drunk­ 
enness which characterized multitudes 
amongst 
all 
classes of the 
people. 
W hisky was as cheap as water, twenty 
cents a callón being the standard price 
of 
the 
new 
and 
crude 
article, 
condition to which, par parenthhe, the 
Republican party, through its devotion 
to the tariff, and its enm ity to the In­ 
ternal Revenue system of taxation, with 
consequent free alcohol, would again 
bring us back. 
In ordinary boarding 
houses, in the days of untaxed whisky, 
it was the fashion to give the boarders a 
dram of w hisky before and after every 
m eal. 
Even the ministers of the Gospel 
frequently drank to excess. It was ex­ 
cesses of this conspicuous character that 
created the Washington society. 
A late phase of the Temperance agita­ 
tion was the Father M athew progress 
through the United States early in the 
fifties. 
His crusade had a marked re­ 
formatory effect upon the people. 
The present temperance movement is 
in some respects a revival of the old 
W ashington movement, with a distinct­ 
ly defined political inspiration. There is 
a widely divergent opinion as to whether, 
in the scope to which it has been extend­ 
ed, it is really beneficial. 
Those who 
believe th at it is not comprise many 
earnest and honest advocates and prac- 
tisera of tem perance; those who believe 
th a t it is, undoubtedly equally earnest 
and honest, are now in the Prohibition 
movement. 
In all ages of the world men have 
drunk stim ulants, and men of might, 
purpose and value at that. The proper 
use of stim ulants is consecrated in the 
scriptures and by the piactice of nearly 
all Christian communions. Christ, who 
consecrated wine for the marriage feast 
of Cana, said th a t the drunkard should 
not enter heaven. The same inspired 
w riter who said, “ Look not thou up­ 
on the wine when it is 
red, when 
it giveth his color in the cup, 
when 
it moveth itself aright,” has abounded in 
lively similes of its useful and innocent 
em ployment. 
All th e strong and conquering people 
of the earth have been 
users of stim u­ 
lants. The m en who sat around the 
trenches 
of 
Troy 
and 
drove 
JEneas into Italy, used it as freely as 
did 
the 
descendants 
of the 
fugi­ 
tives whose adventures were commemor­ 
ated by the pen of Virgil. The soldier 
of all ages is essentially a drinker, and 
he has never been noted for imbecility 
in any line. 
Shakspeare puts into the 
m onth of lago this rollicking couplet: 
A nd let me th e cannikin clink, clink, 
And let me th e o*nnlkln clink; 
F or the soldier's I n i n , 
A nd life’s b n ta sp a n , 
W hy th en , let th e soldier drink. 
We are afraid we will shock our Pro 
hibition friends by the statem ent that 
never since the world began has drink­ 
ing to intoxication, in ratio, been less 
than it is to-day. 
Occasional drunken­ 
ness there is now, m there has always 
been, b n t not half so much as character­ 
ised 
the Scandinavians 
when 
they 
quaffed mighty mead in W alhalla, or the 
Greeks when they filled mighty beakers 
w ith ruby wine on and around high 
Olympus. The world has been getting 
■oberer with the advancing tide of hum an 
progress. 
8ixty years ago the hero of English 
drawing rooms was your roysterer who 


ing ahead. Onr population is increasing 
at a rapid rate. 
W ealth is pouring in 
upon us from the East. New land is being 
subdivided and turned from a state of 
nature into magnificent orchards, vine­ 
yards and farms. Agriculture and horti- 
ulture—Ceres, Pomona, and Vertum nns 
too—combine to produce a development 
and a progress that have placed our city 
and county on the very top wave of 
prosperity. 
Blind, indeed, are those 
who refuse to see the opportunities that 
surround the Los Angleflo of to-day.

The Chinese Bill Again Put 
Forward. 


THE URGENCY OF THE MEASURE. 


O ur Im p eria l S itu a tio n . 
The wonderful progress made by the 
city of Los AngeleB—its growth from a 
city of eleven thousand to over seventy 
thousand in a little over a decade, with 
blocks of imposing business buildings 
risen and rising in every direction, and 
its business streets multiplying and ex­ 
tending—is the result of no factitio u s 
boom, but is due to the fact that our coun­ 
ty is one of the moat extensive and rich­ 
est in its agricultural possibilities in the 
United States. W ith an area of about 
three million acres, at least two millions 
of which are composed of the bast lands 
to be found anywhere, and which are 
adapted to the most profitable growths, 
the only wonder is that it took thirty 
years for the people of the Eastern States 
to wake up to the marvelous opportunities 
which nature held out here to the hus­ 
bandm an. Aud when we see that our 
unapproachable soil is supplemented by 
a climate of matchless serenity, we are 
astonished that Los Angeles did not 
reach her present splendid stage 
of 
prosperity twenty years ago. 
One can count on one’s fingers the 
years that have elapsed since beautiful 
Pasadena was a sheepwalk; since lux­ 
uriant Pomona was part of a grazing 
ranch ; since prosperous Santa Ana and 
Orange were mere wilds; since the rich 
vineyards and groves of Florence were 
an open prarie; since San Fernando was 
unknown to the plow; since the exten­ 
sive 
orange groves 
and 
vineyards 
of 
San Gabriel 
were 
confined 
to 
a 
few 
hundred 
acres 
of 
trees 
and 
vines. 
Now all these places are 
marvels of beauty and of productive 
wealth. 
But how 
wonderfully have 
these m agnificent colonies been supple­ 
mented in the past two or three years! 
So rapid has been the settlem ent of new 
lands th at it is difficult for even the 
closest observer to hold the names, much 
less to keep the run of all the places that 
have grown up into thriving localities 
daring th at short time. Azusa, Glen­ 
dora, Alosta, Monrovia, Sierra M adre, 
Garvanzo, Glendale, Burbank, Pacoima, 
Etiwanda, and many others that we 
cannot now recall, are the nuclei of 
settlem ents 
which 
will 
soon rival 
the older ones in wealth and productive­ 
ness. 
All these, however, form but a 
drop in the bucket to the flourishing 
localities which are yet to grow up in our 
county. Our extensive valleys and up­ 
lands, our foothills* and our mountain 
sides, will in a few years be covered with 
vines and orange orchards—with citrus 
aud deciduous fruits and all the cereals. 
Thriving towns will then be found every 
few miles, and the productive wealth of 
the county, splendid as it is now, will then 
be as “ Ossa to a w art.” A back country 
like ours is alone sufficient to build up a 
great commercial metropolis; but Los 
Angeles city doeB not alone depend upon 
her immediate back country for her as­ 
sured prosperity and growth. Tributary 
to her, commercially, is nearly all of 
Southern California, Arizona Territory 
and Southwestern Nevada. 
The development of a deep-water port, 
where ship and rail will be brought to­ 
gether at San Pedro, is destined to 
cut an im portant figure at no distant 
day in the expansion of our com­ 
merce. The harbor improvements now 
being made at Point Firm an will give us 
a deep-water port that will do away with 
all lighterage charges, and enable our 
m erchants to extend their trade far be­ 
yond their present limits. San Francisco 
will be unable to compete with a city 
having equal harbor facilities with herself 
and in addition the advantage of four 
hundred miles closer proxim ity to its 
customers. 
W hen deep sea ships dis­ 
charge their cargoes directly into the 
cars we shall be sole masters of the 
commercial situation, and Los Angeles 
will rapidly become the rival in size and 
wealth and business activities of the 
heretofore commercial metropolis of the 
Pacific. 
A finer situation coaid hardly be im ­ 
agined than ours. We possess the two 
great factors for unlimited urban growth 
—a hack country of onr own matchlessly 
rich in soil and climate, and unsurpassed 
transportation facilities inland with a 
perfect key to open to us the traffic of 
the ocean. These are advantages which 
the dullest comprehension can appreci­ 
ate, and which would build up a great 
city in any part of the world. 
In the meantime we are steadily forg­ 


T h e r e are multitudes of people who 
appreciate a distinction with a difference, 
and it is upon these, w hether working­ 
men or no, .upon whom the Democracy 
relies for success in thecurrentcam paign. 
.Men may claim to be the friends of the 
workingman and yet be at heart devoted 
to the capitalist and monopolist. 
The 
Norman word m utton and the Saxon 
word sheep were the names of the same 
animal.

As long as this Normau 
protection lasted, the sheep was reared 
by the Saxon, but the mutton was eaten 
by the “ protected” N orm an; and hence 
to-day, as long as the animal rem ains in 
the field, it is called by the Saxon name, 
sheep, but when it is bronght upon the 
table it is called by the Norman name, 
mutton. So when rich men procure laws to 
be passed to take money from the people, 
and to put into their own pockets, by 
raising the price of the at icles which 
they have to sell, and which the people 
are compelled to buy, it is <• tiled "protec­ 
tion,” but the poor, whose money is tak­ 
en by oppression as great as that of the 
Norman lords, call it by the Saxon name, 
"robbery.” 
According to the Supreme 
Court of the United States: 
“ To lay 
with one 
hand 
the 
power of the 
government upon the property of the 
citizen, and with the other to bestow it 
upon favored individuals to aid private 
enterprises and to build up private for­ 
tunes. is none the less a robbery because 
it is done under the process of law, and 
is called taxation.” 


T h e rapid transit railway will be in 
regular operation on Tuesday from its 
foothill terminus, Monrovia, to within a 
mile and a quarter of the city. Omni­ 
buses will be run this distance to connect 
with the cars, and there will be no extra 
charge. These vehicles will discharge 
their loads at Spring street. Citizens of 
Los Angeles are thus assured a pleasant 
and speedy trip of sixteen miles. 
This 
arrangement will doubtless give an im ­ 
petus to Monrovia, as a resident there 
will be able to do business in the city 
and return to his family at convenient 
hours and at a rapid rate of speed. The 
company propose to throw an elevated 
track over the river and to establish 
their terminus on Aliso street at an early 
date.

W a s h in g t o n , 
August 
18.—In 
the 
House to-day Taulbee, of Kentucky, pre­ 
sented the Conference report upon the 
bill for the relief of the First National 
Bank of Portland, Oregon. 
Agreed to, 
McCreary, of K entucky, from 
the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, reported 
for immediate consideration the Senate 
bill to prevent the coming of Chinese 
laborers into the United States, with an 
amendment repeating the acts of May 0, 
1882, an the ratification of the pending 
treaty. McCreary stated that owing to 
the fact that the Senate am ended the 
treaty, it had to be returned to China for 
the ratification of that government, and 
that it would probably bo the first of next 
year before the treaty could be agreed 
upon. The object of the bill was to 
carry out the provisions of the treaty as 
soon aa ratified by both countries. He 
briefly reviewed the provisions of pre­ 
vious treaties between the United States 
and China, and of the laws founded 
thereon, in order to emphasize the neces­ 
sity for the adoption of the new treaty 
and the passage of the pending measure. 
The subject of Chinese immigration was 
important and deserved most careful 
consideration. 
The pending treaty was 
liberal, and the President and his able 
Secretary of State were entitled to great 
credit for having at last negotiated a 
treaty which was to prevent the hordes 
of Chinese from coming to this country. 
The demand for the ratification of the 
treaty and the passing of the bill came 
from the Pacific Coast in a m anner which 
must be heeded,and he only regretted that 
action had been taken which would delay 
giving effect to the treaty. 
The bill was 
prepared in accordance with the treaty, 
and was a long step forward towards 
meeting the evils which beset the people 
of 
California. 
He was in favor of 
opening 
the 
porta of 
the 
United 
States 
to 
worthy 
people 
from 
every country, but he did not believe 
that the Chinese with their habits, cus­ 
toms, tastes and religion, were worthy of 
coming into this country. They come 
without wives or children and were en­ 
abled therefore to work for Braall wages, 
and in California the question was not 
the survival of the fittest, but the sur­ 
vival of the cheapest. 
He hoped the 
House would pass the bill without ob­ 
jection or division. 


MORROW, OF CALIFORNIA, 
Declared that the passage of the bill was 
necessary in order to protect the people 
of this country from the evils of Chinese 
immigration. 
Ho discussed the pro­ 
visions of previous acts upon the subject 
and pointed out wherein they proved 
defective in prohibiting the immigration 
of 
Chinese. 
From 
1852 
to 
1876, 
before there had 
been any attem pt 
at restriction, the average num ber of 
Chinese entering annually at, San Fran­ 
cisco was but a little over 8,000; during 
1887, after several attem pts at restriction, 
the im m igration 
at 
San 
Francisco 
amounted to over 11,000. 
It was there­ 
fore necessary for the Government to 
devise some treaty to carry out its policy. 
It had declared and placed on the statute 
books the principle that it would exclude 
the Chinese, and yet the laws were vio­ 
lated and tlie?e people came in. The 
question 
confronting 
Congress 
\ 
whether it had the ability to iorm a law 
which would carry out the principle. 
H e considered the Senate am endments 
to the treaty very im portant, as they 
served to close the door which the orig­ 
inal treaty left open to the incoming 
of Chinese laborers. 
W hile the pend­ 
ing bill was favored 
by the people 
of the Pacific coast because they believed 
it a step in advance of the previous 
statutory law, neither treaty nor bill met 
with entire approval, because they be­ 
lieved the Government should reserve to 
itself the right to legislate, when occasion 
occurred, against any foreign immigra­ 
tion which m ight be inimical, and not be 
obliged to go to China for a treaty when­ 
ever it wished to prohibit the im migra­ 
tion of Chinese, but should be able to 
prohibit it by statutory enactm ent. 
He 
hoped the law would pass in tim e to go 
upon the statute books before the ratifi­ 
cation of the treaty, in order that there 
should be no hiatus between the treaty 
and the law. 


A PRO-CHINESE ARGUMENT. 
O'Neill, of Missouri, said every two 
years Congress passed a Chinese bill as 
an incident of the political campaign. 
Passing laws wouldn’t remedy the evils 
unless public opinion backed them. 
In 
California instead of being an element 
which the people desired to have re­ 
moved, from the moment a man reached 
a hotel, until h e left the State, he found 
Chinese employed. 
The people seemed 
to want them . They were servile and 
docile. 
W herever you turned you found 
Chinese at work. The laboring people 
did not want them , but the better class 
of people in California did. It was a 
question of cheapness. 
Felton interrupted to say that the Cali­ 
fornians were obliged to employ Chinese 
labor because they had no other. 
O’Neill replied that they should adver­ 
tise in New York. 
H ere, everywhere in 
the E ast where there were great num­ 
bers of unemployed laborers, the House 
had not answered the dem ands of labor. 
Thousands of persons had petitioned for 
protection against convict labor, and it 
would not be sufficient for the members 
to say that they had passed this Chinese 
bill and the other labor bills already 
passed. 


h a r r i s o n ' s c h í n e s e r e c o r d . 
Bynum, of Indiana, attacked the Re­ 
publican party for their failure in years 
past to Btop the importation of contract 
labor. 
It had favored opening the doors 
to cheap labor, but wanted them closed 
on cheap goods. 
He also attacked the 
record of the Republican party in regard 
to legislation on the question of Chinese 
immigration, and declared that the Re­ 
publican candidate for the Presidency, 
while in the Senate, had not only voted 
against bills to restrict or suspend Chi­ 
nese im migration, but voted in favor ol 
every am endm ent which conferred great­ 
er freedom and rights on the Chinese. It 
waB true General Harrison declared that 
he opposed the bills because he consid­ 
ered them in violation of treaty stipula­ 
tions, but with due regard for General 
Harrison, he would say such ex-post 
facto statem ents, made when there were 
visions of th e W hite House, however 
dim and rem ote, floating around, must 
be 
taken 
cum 
grano 
salis. 
On 
the other hand 
Mr. 
Thurm ap had 


declared himself in the Senate in favor of 
the restriction of Chinese immigration, or 
even its absolute prohibition. The secret 
of the opposition of General Harrison 
and his party associates to the Chinese 
bill, which had been vetoed by President 
Arthur, was that Chinese labor was 
cheap and profitable, and contractors, 
manufacturers and mine owners, who 
had controlled the Republican party, 
wanted it. It was not because General 
Harrison aud his associates believed the 
bill a violation to the existing treaty that 
they opposed it. but because they be­ 
lieved Chinese labor should have the 
right to come to this country, not only to 
labor, but to vote, to hold office and gov­ 
ern as well as be governed. General Har­ 
rison now said, as a further excuse, that he 
did not understand the question at the 
time, but that he had since learned all 
about it and was all right now. Of all 
subterfuges 
this was the shallowest 
During the campaign General Harrison 
might declare from the stump that the 
standard of labor m ust be maintained, 
but nobody could find that during the 
Chinese debate in the Senate he had ever 
spoken a word of sympathy for the wage­ 
workers of America. 
Coming down to consideration of the 
ipmling bill, he advocated its passage, 
criticised the Senate for having amended 
the treaty, and declared if the House 
had passed the bill aa it came from the 
Senate the country would have been left 
without any law on the subject. 


n o t a p a r t y q u e b t io n . 
Dingley, of Maine, inquired how it was 
that the Democratic party had not acted 
upon the question of Chinese immigra­ 
tion when it had control of both Houses 
duriug the 40th Congress. 
Bynum replied th at he had investi­ 
gated the record (sarcastic laughter on 
the Republican side) and the question 
had not been brought up by any Repre­ 
sentative of the Pacific Slope during that 
Congress. 
Dingley replied it had been. 
Page, of 
California, had introduced a bill upon 
the subject, but the bill had never been 
acted upon by either the House or the 
Senate. 
Cannon, of Illinois, said the treaty 
with China negotiated by Kvarta, as 
Secretary of State, wag confirmed in the 
fall of 1880 when a Democratic Congress 
was in existence. 
Evasion of that treaty 
arose from the fact th at from the date 
of the ratification of the treaty until 
March, 1882, there had been no legis­ 
lation to carry out its provisions. A Dem­ 
ocratic Congress never 
attem pted to 
write any legislation on the statute books 
to enforce the treaty. 
Felton, of California, said facts would 
not adm it the Chinese question to be a 
party question. The people of the Pa­ 
cific Coast, regardless of party, opposed 
the incoming of Chinese. The people of 
the Pacific Coast had knocked at the 
doors of tho Senate for years, asking for 
relief, 
without receiving a response 
the reason being 
th at 
the 
people 
of 
the 
East 
had 
not 
been 
edu­ 
cated up to the question. 
Ho did not be 
lieve there would be a dissenting vote 
upon the bill, because the people had 
more knowledge upon the Chinese ques­ 
tion now than they had before. 
He 
favored the bill, though in his opinion it 
did not go far enough, and but for fear of 
delay in passage, he would decidedly 
am end it. 


OWEN ATTEMPTS TO ANSWER BYNUM. 
Owen, of Indiana, replied to what he 
characterized a special address to the 
voters of In d iara, made by his colleague, 
and denied the charges made by that 
gentlemen as to the record of the Repub­ 
lican party and its standard-bearer, Gen­ 
eral Harrison, upon the Chinese ques­ 
tion. lu reply to 
one 
of 
Bynum’s 
charges, to the effect 
that 
in 1880 
several Chinese 
had 
been 
natural­ 
ized in Indianapolis and had voted 
the

General 
Harrison had said he stood for the honor 
of his Government and contended the 
treaty should be enforced in letter and 
spirit until by proper action it should be 
abrogated. General Harrison was not in 
favor of Chinese immigration, but against 
i t ; he was in favor of maintaining the 
G overnment’s honor.

which was called instinctively American 
ideas.

For years the people of this Coast have 
been tricked by the Chinese and their 
white allies. By the lavish and skillful 
use of Chinese gold in Washington and 
and here, the efforts of our people to 
protect themselves from the Chinese in­ 
flux have been thw arted, and the laws 
made from time to tim e to diminish the 
dangerous and destructive tide of Mon­ 
golian immigration have been rendered 
nugatory.

P enn., and Salem, O. These estab­ 
lishm ents m ust perforce em ploy thousands or 
w orkm en.

supplied w ithin 150 days. Then it m ust be con­ 
sidered th at other work is being done, and th at 
other bids are out and liable to be accepted

acres of ground are covered by the buildings 
and th e capabilities of the plants are vast.

stranger view ing any one of them w ould say: 
This is no in fan t industry. 
This requires no 
otcotlon. It can hold its own w ith any.’ 
“ B u t there is a tariff of 35 per cent to enable 
it to hold its own against th e foreign m anufac­ 
turer. The tariff is so essential th at in th e com ­ 
petition referred to above the Salem (Ohio) 
A dder secured it by b u t *10 und er the bid of a 
Liverpool (England) com petitor. 
“ The successful bid was for 61 large boilers, 
set in place for $138,000. 
“ Ih e English com pany would 
m ake the 
boilers, transport them across the ocean, laud 
them , pay the d u ty , haul to factory and set in 
brick for $10 m ore th an the cheapest Am erican 
com petitor w ould d o lt. 
“ A $10 bill, a $1 bill and a duty of 25 per 
cent, were all th a t saved this contract of $138,- 
OOO to America. 
“ B ut some frue trader w ill say: ‘T hat is only 
of in terest to boilerm akers. 
‘Is it, though? 
The successful 8alem bidders em ploy 3,000 
bauds. These are going to get their share of 
th is $138,000; and wheu they get it they are 
going to spend it in th e products of fellow 
Am ericans—an ything jo u m ight nam e w ithin 
th eir requirem ents. 
“To keep tho*e 3,000 at work in Salem there 
are 5.000 at work in Parks Brothers’ Bessemer 
Works at Pittsburg, supplying them with steel. 
They will get th eir share and divide it am ong 
th e rest of us. 
“O urindivli-----------------------

but it is infinitely greater th an it w ould bo if 
th e English firm had secured the contract. 
“ W hether our share be great or sm all, there is 
in th at one coutract work for 1,000 able-bodied 
m en—a whole regim ent—at $2 a day for 69 
days: 1,000 m ultiplied by $2 eq u a ls$ 2,000; 
m ultlp ied by 69 equals $138,000. 
“T hat is w hat we vote for, and since it Is 
such close shaving—only $10 on such a large 
contract—your Uncle Zek’l th inks w ith the 
successful ageut th at th e tariff had better be put 
up a little,say to 40 per cent.,in Jam es G. B laine's 
way, rather than reduced in Grover C leveland’s 
way. 
“ Don’t you th in k so, too?’’ 
It will be noticed that we are not told 


They have a big manufactory at Eliza­ 
beth, N. J., anu three in Europe—one in 
Glasgow, one at Lille, France, and one in 
Berlin, Germany. Their European estab­ 
lishm ents were brought into existence by 
the fact that the tariff so increased their 
cost of production here by enhancing the 
price of their materials of manufacture 
that they could not get a European trade 
except by carrying their best men and 
their best methods over to the other side 
and taking advantage of cheap materials. 
Now this American firm has the world as 
its market. Its product is sold to every 
section of the h ibitable globe. Just how 
the tariff injuriously affects the boiler 
business will be shown in some remark 
able facts in to-morrow’s tariff talk.—[N 
Y. NewB. 


If H igh T a riff M eans H ig h W ages 
P lease Fx plain T liese F igures 
In this column there was printed the 
other day an analysis of Bradslreet's re­ 
port on strikes in the United States for 
1887. 
It showed that the vast majority 
of the strikes and lockouts in this coun­ 
try were in “ protected” industries. Now 
we have at hand the official report of the 
National Commissioner of Labor, Carroll 
D. Wright, and a study of its tables is 
very instructive as illustrating how pro­ 
tection protects. 
Tables showing the number, locality 
and causes of lockouts in the United 
States for six years ending on the 1st of 
January, 1887, throw much light on the 
subject 
The total number of lockouts 
for that period was 2,214, and the total 
num ber of men forced out of employment 
by their bosses was 160,823. The figures 
show that more than 75 out of every 100 
of these lockouts were brought about by 
some question of wageB or tim e. Gen­ 
erally the lockout was to enforce a re­ 
duction of wages or make the men work 
longer hours. 
We find that of the 2,214 total lockouts 
1,607 of them were in protected indus­ 
tries. That is to say seventy-three out of 
every 100 lockouts were ordered by m an­ 
ufacturers who, by the assistance of Re­ 
publican Congressmen, are extracting 
hundreds of millions in taxation from 
the people on the pretense that they need 
it in order to pay high wages to their 
men. 
Of the 607 lockouts in the unprotected 
industries 531 were in the 
building 
trades, and if these were taken out of the 
calculation it would leave the result 
stan d : 
Lockouts in protected industries................. 1,607 
Lockouts in unprotected industries 
76 
This means that, excluding the build­ 
ing trades, over 99 of every Í00 lockouts 
in those six years were ordered by the 
bosseB, the manufacturers, the monopo­ 
lists who get all the wealth that the pro­ 
tective system drags out of the pockets of 
the people. 
These facts ought to open the eyes of 
the few honest workingmen who are in 
danger of being deluded into voting for a 
thing simply because it has a nice name. 


To show that the manufacturer buys 
his labor in the cheapest m arket and 
that the tariff has nothing to do with 
wages, you have but to examine the 
official figures showing that there were 
13,976 new employees secured at the 
close of lockouts, during the period men­ 
tioned, and that 5 682 were brought from 
other places than those in which the 
lockouts occurred. 
Another instructive fact we give in the 
language of Commissioner W right: 
“ Of the 2,214 establishm ents in which 
lockouts occurred, 1,753, or 79.18 per 
cent., were ordered by combinations of 
m anagers.” 
It is the same “ combination of m an­ 
agers” th at is making its fight now for 
Harrisop and Morton and the outrageous 
taxation system that makes the rich 
richer and the poer poorer.—[New York 
News. 


the nam e or character of the big manu­ 
factory that is being erected in Philadel­ 
phia th at will employ 5,000 persons. The 
: act is, as a careful examination has 
shown, that there is no such factory in 
existence or contemplated. 
W hen the 
Spreckles sugar refinery is completed it 
may employ 2,000 men, but investigation 
also shows that this could not have 
been the establishm ent referred to. It is 
an actual fact also that no one order of 
sixty-one boilers has been given out in 
Philadelphia since the city was founded. 
Of course, the foundation of the story 
being taken away, itfollowB that the rest 
of it must be very weak. 
But it is worth 
while considering in some respects as a 
possible case. 
Of the seven American cities which are 
mentioned as competitors for the con­ 
tract only two have facilities for filling 
such an order. 
The statem ent that “ the English com­ 
pany would make the boilers, transport, 
them across the ocean, land them , pap 
the duty, haul to factory and set in bricl 
for $10 more than the cheapest American 
competitor would do it,” m ust be very 
funDy to anybody who knows anything 
about boiler-making in this country. It 
is a well-known fact that English manu­ 
facturers cannot and do not attem pt to 
compete with American firms in this 
market. The News has high authority 
for the statem ent that not one-tenth of 
one per cent, of the boilers supplied here 
are of English make. The Babcock and 
Wilcox Company and other firms of this 
city send their boilers to Canada, Cuba, 
Mexico and the South American repub­ 
lics, with a big lead oyer the English 
article. 
A curious and most instructive illus 
tration of how the the tariff hinders and 
restricts business, and how, in spite of 
its burdens, Yankee genius comes out on 
top, can be found right here in this boiler 
business. Tbe Babcock & Wilcox Com­ 
pany, who are the largest boiler builders 
in the world, are a purely American firm,

who in 1884 was a mugwump, has w rit­

A BATTLE OF THREE ROUNDS. 


An English Champion Kuocked Out. 
S porting Men Arrested—A t­ 
tem pted T rain Robbery.

Nkw Y o r k , August 18.—The officers of 
the steamboat patrol ran alongside a 
barge at 5 o’clock this m orniug and ar 
rested 105 persons, witnessing a prize 
fight between LeBlanche, th e Marine, 
and John Varley, the middle-weight 
champion of England. 
The fight had just ended in Varley be­ 
ing knocked out at the end of the third 
round, which occupied eight minutes. 
Among the persons arrested were Jack 
Dempsey and Jack Fallon, the prize 
fighters,'and “ Snapper” Garrison, the 
jockey. They also arrested Jack Mc- 
Auliffe, Frank Farrell, and a num ber of 
•porting reporters. Jack Dempsey hur­ 
riedly tried to disguise himself as fire­ 
man of the boat. 
LeBlanche and Varley were arraigned 
in the police court and held to b ail; the 
others were discharged. 
Varley is pretty badly used np. 
Both 
of his eyes are closed and his lips are cut. 
Le Blanchp escaped almost unhurt. His 
hands are badly swollen. 
The corrected list foots up ninety pas­ 
sengers. 
The fight was according to 
Queensbury rules.

TIME WAS CALLED 
And the men began the battle. 
From 
th e start "The M arine” began the rush­ 
ing tactics for which he is famous. They 
had no sooner faced each other than out 
shot his left on Varley’s right eye, cut­ 
ting the skin.
